b.  Traffic  volumes  have  been  extremely  heavy.  In  one 
24-hour  period  the  U.S.  Base  Station  processed  39,000 
transmissions,  of  which  12,000  were  IMMEDIATE  and  1,400 
were  FLASH  precedence.  A largo  proportion  of  the  volume 
Base  Station  load  is  associated  with  the  Middle  East 
situation  and  additional  load  is  also  being  felt  due  to
